Sir John French Reports No 
Change on British Front— 
Air Raid at Ghent Said to 
Have Done Damage. 


PARIS, June 8.—The following of- 
ficial communication was issued by 
the War Office tonight: 

“In the region of Notre Dame de 
Lorette there has been a very spirited 
ertillery engagement today. Our in- | 
fantry has everywhere consolidated 
the positions previously . gained, gnd 
has made new advances. 

“At Neuville 3t. Vaast we have car- 
tied the entire group of houses to the 
West of the village; also additional 
houses in the principal street north of 
this group. 

“In the ‘Labyrinth’ our troops 
pulsed a violent counter-attack 
Alightly Increased their progress. 

“To the south of Hebuterne we have 
malmtaipe] the gains of yesterday and 
last night, notwithstanding a strong 
attack delivered by two German bat- 
tallons which were brought up hastily 
in automobiles from the region to the 
east of Arras. Following this we 
continued our progress to the east on 
# front of about 1,200 metres. 

“The enemy violently bombarded the 
trenches whictt-we took from him yes- 
terday to the north of the Aisne near 
Moulin-sous-Toutvent. This bombard- 
ment, to which our artillery vehement- 
ly responded, ‘was not followed by a 
counter-attuek” 


Progress at Souches 

The War Office today gave out the 
fcllowing statement: 

“In the sector to the north of Arras 
there were yesterday evening and last 
aight some infantry engagements. On 
the wostern slopes of the plateau of 
Loretie the enemy replied to an attack 
by us by three violent coynter-attacks.

“At Neuville St. Vaast we gained 
Possession, as a result of very violent 
fighting, of & further group of houses, 
In the region of the ‘Labyrinth’ a 
German counter-attack was ged. 

"Toe the southeast of Hebuterne the 
Germans yesterday endeavored to re- 
capture the positions they had lost. 
Your different times they were driven 
back, We Increased our gain to the 
northeast by takipg possession of two 
linea of German trenches slong a 
front stretching from 600 yards, or as 
far ag the roadway running between 
Hebuterne and Serre. 

“We took @ total of 150 prisoners, of 
Whom 100 had not been wounded.” * 
Mo Change on British Front 

LONDON, June 8—Field Marshal 
Sir John French, in a report on the 
Aghting along the Western line saya: 

“The situation on our front has not 
changed since the last communication 
of June 4. There has been less activ- 
ity on the part of the artillery. 

“On the aixth, in front of Plogsteert 
wood, we exploded a mine under the 
German trenches, destroying thirty 
yards of the parapet 

“We have brought down two German 
aeroplanes, one »pposite our right by 
suntire, and the other in the neighbor- 
hood of Ypres as the result of an en- 
wawement in the air with one of our 
aeroplaner” , 

Violent Bombardment 

HAVRE, France, June &—The follow- 
ing Igian official statement under 
date of June 7 has been Issued: 

“During the night of June 6-7 there 
Was Intermittent cannon and rifle fring 
siong the front.

GETS VICTORIA CROSS 


@ub-Léeut. Waeneferd Decorates by 
King George for Destruction of 
: German Airchip 


LONDON, June #.—King George today 
bestowed the Victoria Cross upon 
Flight Sub-Lieut. Reginald A. J. Warne- 
ford, R.N., the brilliant Canadian aviat- 
or who yesterday attacked and com- 
Pletely wrecked a German Zeppelin near 
Ghent, the crew of 28 being killed in- 
stantly when the airship exploded and 
fell to the earth in flames. 

Warneford's exploit is the most sen- 
sational of the war, and the Canadian, 
two days ago virtually unknown, today 
is & national hero. 

King George sent the following tele- 
gram to Flight Sub-Lieut. Warneford. 
“I moat heartily congratulate you upon 
your splendid achievement yesterday in 
which you, single-handed, destroyed an 
enemy Zeppelin. I have much pleasure 
in conferring upon you the Victoria 
Cress for this gallant act.

LONDON, June 8.—The Belgian steam- 
@ Mepapler has been sent to the bottom 
by @ German torpedo mear the North 
Foreland. Out of twenty-three persons 
on board only six were saved. 

The captain, his wife and hia daugh- 
ter, the first mate and@ the pilot and 
twelve members of the crew lost their 
lives. 

The survivors were landed today at 
Margate. One of them, badly injured, 
was sent to a hospital. 

The survivors say the Menapier sank 
within a few minutes from the time the 
torpedo exploded. 

The Menapier was of 1,425 net tons 
and was 281 feet long. She was built 
in Sunderland in 1908 and was owned in

LONDON, June §—The Norwegian 


steamer Trudvang and the Norwegian 
barque Superb have been sunk by (er- 
man submarines. 

Thfe Trudvang was halted by a Ger- 
man submarine svon after mid-day 
yesterday when off St. Ann's Head. 
The captain wan ordered to bring hin 
papers aboard the submarine whose 
commander gave the crew twenty min- 
utes to take to the boats. 

The submarine then sent twelve shells 
into the Trudvang. The shooting 
brought out a patrol boat frdm Milford 
Haven, which picked up the skipper aud 
crew, numbering 13, from the boats, 
During the operation the submarine at- 
tempted in vain to torpedo the patrol 
boat. The men from the Trudvang were 
landed today at Milford Haven. 

The sinking of the Superb occurred 
fifty miles west of Fastnet. High ex- 
Plosives were placed on board the vessel 
efter the crew had taken to the boats, 
‘The seventeen survivors were landed to- 
day at Margate. 

The Trudvang was a steamer of 640 
tons net register. Built In Bergen tn 
1897, ashe was 224 feet long, had a beam 
Of 22 feet and wan 13 feet deep. 

The Superd was a barque of 1,293 
tons, was built in Glasgow in 1875. She 
sailed from Buenos Ayres on March 10 
for Queenstown.

ROME, June 8—The Italian troops 
are proceeding methodically to take 
Ponsession of the most important posi- 
tions all along the frontier, according 
to a statement signed by General Ca- 
dorna, chief of the general staff, issued 
at general Italian headquarters, The

“Our advanced troops proceeded me- 
thodically to take possession of the 
most important positions beyond the 
frontier all along the line, meeting with 
slight resistance. At the same time a 
closely contested artillery duel contin- 
ued on the plateaus of Lavaronne and 
Folgaria. «

British Naval Expert Points 
Out to’ American Critics 
Reason for Its Alleged Want 
of Initiative. 


LONDON, June %.—Requested by a 
correspondent to formulate a response 
to criticlems of the Briti#h navy in 
some United States newspapers which 
suggested that the navy might try a 
Nittle initiative occastonally, for in- 
stance in sending submarines to Cux- 
haven, Kiel and Heligoland, Comman- 
der Carolyn Ballairs, the celebrated 
British paval expert, said today: 

“The man who wrote that ought to 
Procure a scale chart and study it for 
a few minutes with an American naval 
officer at his elbow. Then he might 
learn quite a lot. Cuxhaven and Kiel 
ere hidden away behind miles of heav- 
ily minod sandbanks as well as break- 
waters.

war at Giessen, Germany, writes a card 
to a friend in the city as follows: 

“I stayed behind to look after Cap- 
tains Ross and McGregor, but stayed 
teo long and was wounded. The bullet 
went in at the front of the neck and 
Came out at the right shoulder blade, 
I was captured. 

“Tell Captain McGregor's- wife that 
hia last words were of her.. He was 
shot coming up across the open to take 
command of our part of the line. I 
did not get any keepsake for her, ex- 
Pecting the body would be taken out by 
our fellows, but am afraid it was not. 
The Gordohs were cut up badly, but 
some got away, 

“They are treating us fairly well 
here. I can only write letters once a 
month and four cards. We are all 
Proud of Captain McGregor, as he came 
inte the charge with a walking stick 
and a revolver.” 


Ttaliam Artillery Guperior 

NORTHERN ITALY, June 6, via Lon- 
don, June 1.—In the Trentino region, 
the Austrians are being relentlessly 
Pressed by the Italians, The latter are 
firmly established on the plateau of 
Lavarone, and within striking distance 
of the fortified line of Folgaria, said 
to be the most northerly sector of the 
chain of defences which encompass 
Rovereto.

HEAVY FIGHTING 
NOW IN POLAND 


Russians Drive at Von Hinden- 
burg's Army to Offset Teu- 
tonic Pressure in Galicia— 
Some Heavy Losses, 


PETROGRAD, June &—Violent fight- 
ing betweep the Germans and Russians 
is developing in Poland. In Northern 
Poland, north of Ostrolenka, the Ger- 
Tans are strugeting.to renew thelr of: | 
fensive. Farther to the south, in the 
region of Przasnysz, a great artillery 
duel has developed. 

Official reports indicate that the Rus- 
sians have begun to press hard against 
Field Marshal von Hindenburg’s German 
forces in Poland to offset the Austro- 
German pressure in Galicia, 

Five thousand Austro-Germana were 
killed and 750 taken prisoners in a 
bloody engagement in Southeast Galicia, 
the War Office announced today. 

These severe losses were suffered by 
the enemy on one sector aloné between 
Kolomea and Nadworna. Along other 
ponitions of the battle front in South- 
eamt Galicia the Austro-Germans also 
lost heavily in killed, 

Vieuns Statement 


VIENNA, June 8.—At the army head- 
quarters today the following statement 
was given out: 

“In the districts of 
Dniester (Galieia) the Teutonic Allies 
yesterday pronecuted an attack along 
the Lanczyn-Nadworna-Kalusz liné and 
pressed back the enemy towards 
Stanisiau and Kelicz. Further pro- 
green was made on the left bank of the 
Dniester cast and north of Zurenwa, 600 
Russians being captured.

Call Is Issued for 35,000 Men, 
to Go to Firing Line as Soon 
as They Can Be Train 
and Equipped, 7 


WILL RAISE TOTAL 
TO NEARLY 150,000 


Twenty-Seven Regiments of 
_Infantry and Six Batteries 
of Artillery to Compose 
New Contingent. 


MONTREAL, June &,—Thirty-five 
thousand more men are wanted to go 
from Canada to the firing line in 
France,-as quickly as they can be train- 
ed and equipped. Majdr-General Hughes 
made thi nnouncement here tonight. 
This force is to be composed of 
27 regiments of Infantry and «ix bat- 
teries of artillery. With its organiza- 
tion the number of men raised in Can- 
ada for war service will total nearly 
150.000 

The new regiments are to be recruit 
ed as follows, Four Highland  regi- 
ments, dne recruited from Vancouver, 
Victoria and Winnipeg, & second from 
Ontario, and two from the Province of 
Quebec and the Maritime Provinces, 
Two regiments from Aiverta, two from 
Saskatchewan, one from Manitoba, two 
from Winnipeg, two from the London 
division, four from the Toronto divi- 
sion, two from Eastern Ontario (the 
district between Kingston and Ottawa), 
four Freneh-Canadian regiments from 
Montreal and the Province of Quebec, 
including the 57th and 60th battalions, 
for which recruiting commenced a 
short time ago; two regiments from the 
Maritime Provinces. 

The six new batteries of artillery, ac- 
cording to the announcement, will be 
organized as followw: One from East- 
ern Ontario and Quebec, one from Lon- 
don district, two in the Teronto and 
Hamilton district, one frem the Mari- 
time Provinces, and one from Western 
Canada. 

‘Training for Officers 

General Hughes stated that the 
Militia Department is giving opportun- 
ity to officers desirous of attaching 
themselves to these corps to send in 
their applications to the district or 
“Givision officer for « voursé té further 
qualify them, and that thus no ofMfcer 
will be in @ position to state that he 
has been overlooked; in the meantime 
temporary commissions in the Cana- 
dian militia will be granted to eligible 
men not already attached. 

Men will be enlisted for overseas #er- 
vice without being attached directly to 
any one unit. During. the Summer 
months parties will be sent to the vari- 
pus training camps every week, and 
will then be ted to -corps. The 
corps will be sent overseas, the Minister 
stated, immediately as they become em- 
cient and not in order of numbers, 

Recruiting officers have been and are 
being appointed all over Canada in or- 
ganizing centres. They will act con- 
tinuously from corps to corps, and 
there will be no cessation in recruiting. 

The Minister also stated that in fu- 
ture separation allowances will in the 
first instance be dealt with by the re- 
cruiting officers, the allowances then 
being paid through the regular chan- 
nels.

MR. W. J. BRYAN 
LEAVES CABINET 


Finds Himself Unable to Agree 
With President Wilson and 
Other Secretaries on Note 
to Germany, 


WASHINGTON, June 8.—Mr, William” 
Jennings Bryan resigned today as Sec- 
retary of State as a drashatic sequel 
to his disagreement with President Wil- 
son over the Government's policy to- 
ward Germany. 

The resignation was accepted by the 
President. The Cabinet then approved 
the response which had been prepared 
to the German reply to the Lusitania 
note. Acting Gecretary Robert Lan- 
sing will sign the document, and to- 
morrow it will be cabled to Berlin. 

Secretary Bryan will return to pri- 
vate life tomorrow, when his resigna- 
tion takes effect. It was learned that 
he intends to continue his political sup- 
Port of the President. 

Rather than sign the document which 
he believed might possibly draw the 
United States into war, Mr. Bryan sub- 
Mitted his resignation in a letter de- 
claring that “the issue involved is of 
such moment that to remain a member 
,of the Cabinet would be as unfair to 
you as it would be to the cause which 
ig nearest my heart, namely, the pre- 
vention of war.” 


‘The Two Letters 

The President accepted the resigna- 
tion in a letter of regret, tinged with 
a deep personal feel 
The letters constituting the oMfelal 
nouncement of Mr. Bryan's departure 
from the Cabinet to private life, were 
made public at the White House a’ 
6 o'clock tonight, they follow: : 
“My Dear Mr. President: 

“It is with sincere regret that I have 
reached the conclusion that I should 
return to you the commission of Sec- 
retary of State with which you henored 
me at the beginning of your ad- 
ministration, 

“Obedient to your sense of duty, and 
actuated by the highest motives, you 
have prepared for transmission to the 
GermanyGovernment a note in which I 
cannot join without violating what I 
deem to be an obligation to my country, 
and the issue involved is of stich 
moment that to remain a member of 
the Cabinet would be as unfair to you 
an It would be to the cause which ts 
nearest my heart, namely, the preven- 
tion of war, 

“I therefore respectfully tender my 
resignation, to take effect when the note 
is sent, unless you prefer an earlier 
hour. Altike desirous of reachin; 
Peaceful solution of the problems aris- 
ing out of the use of submarines 
against merchantmen, we find ourselves 
differing irreconciliably as to the meth- 
ods which should be employed. 

“It falls to your lot to speak offictal- 
ly for the nation; I consider it to be 
none the leas my duty to endeavor as a 
Private citizen to promote the end 
which you have in view by meane which 
you do not feel at liberty to use. 

“In severing the intimate and pleasant 
relations which have existed between 
‘us during the past two years, permit 
me to acknowledge the profound satis- 
faction which it has given me to be as- 
sociated with you in the important 
work which has come before the State 
Department, and to thank you for the 
courtesies shown, 

“With the heartiest wishes for your 
welfare and for the success of your 
administration, I am, my dear Mr. 
President. 

“Very truly yours, 
“(Signed) W. J. BRYAN. 
“Washington, June 8, 1916," 
“My dear Mr. Bryan: 

“IT accept your resignation only be- 
cause you Inalst on its acceptance; 
and I accept it with much more than 
deep regret, with a feeling of personal 
sorrow. Our two years’ close associa- 
tion has been very delightful to me. 
Our judgments have accorded in prac- 
tically every matter of official duty and 
of public policy until now; your sup- 
port of the work and purposes of the 
administration has been generous and 
loyal beyond praise, your devotion to 
the duties of your great office and your 
eagerness to take advantage of every 
great opportunity for service it offered 
has been an example to the rest of us. 
You have earned our affectionate ad- 
miration and friendship. Even now we 
are not separated In the object we seek, 
but only In the method by which we 
seek it. 

“It is for these reasons that my feel- 
ings about your retirement from the 
Office of Secretary of State go much 
deeper than regret. T deplore it. Our 
Objects are the same, and we ought to 
Pursue them together. I yield to your 
desires only because I must, and wish 
to bid you Godspeed on the parting, 
We shall continue to work for the same 
Causes even when we do not work in 
the same way.

Causes Sensation 

Dramatically the official relation of 
Mr. Bryan with the administration of 
the man whose nomination he assisted 
#0 materially in bringing about at the 
Baltimore convention of 1912 came to 
an end. It caused a sensation in the 
national capital scarcely paralleled in 
recent years. Ambassadors and minis- 
ters and diplomats from foreign lands, 


officials of every rank and station 
heard the news. It was flashed by 
newspaper extras tonight. They inter- 


preted variously its effect on the deli- 
cate situation that has arisen between 
Germany and the United States. The 
resignation of the staunchest advocate 
of peace in the President's official fam- 
fly spread broadcast the belief that the 
Policy of the United States as definite- 
ly determined upon would aseert and 
defend the rights of the United States 
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own position with that of the adminis- 
tration, Work on the note went forward, 
however, Mr. Bryan keeping his secret, 
as 4id other officials, awaiting the hour 
when the communication would be ready 
to be cabled. Today the cabinet as- 
sembled for a final reading of the 
note. Mr. Bryan was absent. He de- 
clined to receive newspapermen or call- 
ers, and sent out word that he had been 
delayed on account of important ‘busi- 
ness. At the White Howse, no word 
as to the reason for his failure to ap- 
pear at the meeting was given, but 
after the cabinet had been discussing 
the note for an hour, Mr, Bryan arrived, 
telling the newspapermen at the White 
House that he regretted being late. 

It was learned tonight that with the 
knowledge that his resignation had al- 
ready been accepted by tne President Mr. 
Bryan felt it would be indelicate to at 
tend today's session unless his presence 
was desired by the President. 

When Mr. Wilson telephoned an in- 
vitation, the secretary hurried to the 
White House, his face somewhat drawn 
and pale. When the cabinet adjourned 
shortly after 1 o'clock Mr, Bryan en- 
tertained seven of his colleagues, all 
who could attend, at luncheon at the 
University Club, The luncheon was in 
the nature of @ farewell. 


Differed on First Hote 


That there had been friction between 
the President and Mr. Bryan has been 
the undercurrent of comment for severa! 
weeks, but as the President heretofore 
had always been able to secure the 
acquiescence of the secretary in his 
point of view, talk of resignation was 
discounted generally. It came to light 
today that the position of Mr. Bryan 
in the cabinet recently had become very 
embrassing, his advocacy of peace be- 
ing so pronounced that other members 
of the cabinet, who felt that the United 
States should assert itself irrespective 
of consequences, were understood on one 
occasion to have declared their inten- 
tion of resigning If a policy of firm- 
ness and vigor were not adopted. 

The real disagreement dates back to 
the famous session of the cabinet when 
the note of May 13, following the sink- 
ing of the Lusitania was drafted, in- 
forming Germany that the United States 
would not omit y word or any act” 
to protect its rights, At that time Mr. 
Bryan made a speech counseling peace- 
ful. measures and cautious action. He 
gave his consent to signing the note only 
after it was tentatively arranged that 
@ statement at the White House should 
be issued and transmitted to the Ger- 
man Government announcing that In as- 
much as Germany had accepted the prin- 
cipl of peace treaties negotiated be- 
tween the United States and other 
countries, differences between the two 
nations might be adjusted by a com- 
mission of investigation. Opposition to 
this counter course was most vehement 
in some cabinet quarters, and the Presi- 
dent, after considering at length Mr. 
Brya: suggestion, finaliy disapproved 
it at the hour the note was sent. Some 
cabinet officers ued that such an ap- 
pendix to the note of May 13 would be 
construed abroad as a weakening of the 
American position.

OF OPPRESSION 


German Authorities Seek to 
Coerce Belgians Into Work- 
ing in Arsenal—Charges of 
Espionage at Liege. 


LONDON, June 8.—The Handlesbiad's 
Antwerp correspondent, writing on June 
2, says that the German authorities re- 
cently ordered the burgomaster of Ma- 
lines to post a summons for hands for 
the state arsenal, under pain of im- 
prisonment for him and $125,000 fine for 
the city of Malines if he refused, 

The “burgomaster thought he ought 
not to post-the summons, and that the 
Germ would not compel him to do 
80, but he called a meeting of the muni- 
cipal: authorities, who decided, in view 
of the disastrously heavy penalty, to 
Placard the summons, and at the same 
time state that they were compelled to 


do so by the German authorities. As a 
result not a single workman offered 
himself. 

The matter did not end there. Gov- 


ernor-General Von Bissing issued from 
Brussels on May 30 a notice, which was 
Placarded in Maliges and inserted in all 
the newspapers in the country, stating 
that unless 500 workmen presented 
themselves at the arsenal by 10a.m. on 
June 2, it has been decided to eut off, 
as & punishment and until the arsenal 
workers resumed itn sufficient numbers, 
all business traffic by railroad ‘and 
canal from Malines. 

Civilians were forbidden to enter the 
railroad stations and tramway traffic 
was to be stopped at the boundary of 
the prohibited district by the removal 
of the tracks, The sole exception to the 
traffloe interdict was the transport of 
Supplies through the committee na- 
tlonale for the territory shut off. 

The correspondent adds that at the 
moment of dispatching his message he 
learned that the traffic restrictions had 
come into force. as the arsenal work- 
men had not offered themselves. 

Seventeen Shot 

ROTTERDAM, June 8.—At the 
frontier near Liege on Saturday seven- 
teen persons were shot on charges of 
espionage; amoug them were three 
women 

Germany is once more adopting mea- 
sures for the strictest closing of the 
frontier, a step which always precedes 
the movement of troops on a large 
scale. From yesterday, It is stated, the 
frontier is to be closed for eight days. 
Belgians are not allowed to move from 
town to town. 

The last previous occasion when the 
frontier wan closed in thin way was the 
week immediately preceding the battle 
of Ypres. During that period over 
100,000 men were moved to the front.

MR. CHURCHILL'S 
DINDER, SPRECH 


Newspapers Have Praise and 
Criticism for Former First 
Lord's Utterance — Some 
Political Complications. 


LONDON, June &.—Despite some of 


the criticiams made upon it, Mr. Wins- 
ton Charehill’s speech at Dundee has re- 
ceived favorable comment in the press. 
The attitude taken by the Daily Mail, 
which put the speech on a back page 
under the heading “More Promises from 
Churehill at Dundee,” finds no support. 
Although the views of some of the 
Liberal papers appear to be colored by 
the lobby gossip of Westmimater, ta the 
effect that Mr. Churchill is playing his 
hand #0 as to be included in the next 
Tory cabinet, partisan politics play so 
essential « role in English life at ordi- 
nary times that even In the present 
crisis their-influence is making itself 
felt in ways that many believe cannot 
but be detrimental to the national in- 
terest. ° 

The question of Mr. James Campbell's 
appointment to the Lord Chancellorship 
of Ireland, and of the re-election or 
removal of Lord Wimborne as Lord 
Lieutenant contains elements of really 
serious trouble, As regards Mr. Church- 
ill, however, the member for Dundee re- 
ceives a generous meed of praise from 
most papers. The Westminster Gazette 
pays him a warm tribute, and says: 

“Mr. Churchill has had to suffer critl- 
cism to which he could not reply, and 
he has a temperament which both quali- 
fies him to be a member of the war 
cabinet and at the same time makes it 
dificult for him to observe the exact 
line between the fighting service and its 
civil administration. The Dardanelles 
operation, for example, is clearly much 
more to him than a scheme devised by 
his naval advi. . for which he has 
& mere formal responsibility. It Is his 
own child, and he stakes his reputation 
boldly on the success and on the re- 
sults which will follow from it.

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The vigorous initiative, which the 
French have taken all along the line 
from the Oise to the British position et 
Le Bassee, a distance of nearly eighty

it is not yet considered desirable for 
a*combined attack upon the enemy's 
right, There may be a few nuts which 
Joffre wishes to crack before French 
begins once more on his share of 
the job. The losses of the enemy in 
his efforts to regain the positions taken 
by the French troops are said to have 
been enormous, Their effect upon the 
@memy must be very demoralizing. Tek- 
ing the situation in Northern France 
and Belgium as a whole, we look for- 
Ward to a general movement which, as 
hes been said above, may have already 
Been inaugurated, and will mean the 
@riving back of the whole German line. 

Severe fighting continues in Galicia, 
where the tactics followed by the Rus- 
sian commander-in-chief seem to indi- 
Cate that the Austro-German advance 
has failed to be productive of results 
of a decisive nature. The enemy here, 
if he ie gaining ground, is at the same 
time exhausting himself and getting 
further from his base of supplies. His 
advance north of the Carpathians is be- 
ing offset by the Russian advance across 
the Pruth at Kolomea, which is a 
Point fifty miles to the west of Czor- 
nowitz, the capital of Bukowina. This 
opens the way towards Transylvania, 
which Hes along the western side of 
Roumania. 

The Allies have gained new ground 
On the Gallipoli Peninsula. The re- 
sistance offered by the Turks is certain- 
ly very stout, but it is gradually being 
worn down. 

Available maps do not give suf- 
ficient details to enable us to follow 
the Itallan campaign very closely; but 
the foutetanding feature of yesterday's 
news Was that the Italians are threat- 
ening Tolmein. This town is at a point 
where an important Austrian railway 
crosses the Isonso, In a direct line 
it fa thirty miles from the Gulf of 
Trieste. The railway is the chief and 
Most dipect line of communication be- 
tween the city of Trieste and the Aus- 
trian capital, and if our Ally takes pos- 
seasion of it, the success will be signal, 
The operations of the Italian navy are 
sald to be directed to the occupation 
of the northern part of the Guif of 
Trieste, which is a position from which 
the city of that name can be very seri- 
ously menaced. The fieet is also en- 
deavoring to take possession of Pola, 
an important naval station near the 
southern point of the Istrian Penin- 
sula and some aixty miles south of 
Triente. As nearly as we are able to 
Judge the plans of the Italian campaign 
from what has developed, the object 
is to occupy Trent, and thus control 
the route by which an enemy could 
reech Italy by way of the Tyrol; to 
accomplish a similar result on the east 
by taking Tolmein, and by capturing 
Trieste and Pola to occupy the Austrian 
territory lying at the head of the 
Adriatic.

To 
the best of our recollection, the late 
Theodore Davie was Premier at that 
time. To secure the construction of 
this toad, a land grant was given, and 
the policy: of this step was for years 
beld up as one of far-sighted wisdom. 
By it a railway was secured. and with 
the railway came @ flood tide of pros- 
Perity for Southeastern British Colum- 
bis which spread far and wide. The 
person who does not know this Is too 
unfamiliar with recent Provincial his- 
tory to be a competent critic. Later, 
the Nelson & Fort Sheppard Railway 
Company sought a purchaser of their 
Jand, or @ part of it, and Messrs. New- 
ell and Simons bought it. 

This transaction is now held up to 
execration, and is given by these min- 
isters of the Gospel as one of the rea- 
sons why the McBride administration 
should be turned out of office. They 
conventently overlook the fact that at 
the time the grant to the railway com- 
Pany was made, Sir Richard McBrids 
Was a boy pursuing his studies for the 
law. We would like to ask these rever- 
end slanderers a few questions: 

Did they know that the facts in this 
case were as above set out? 

Did they take any trouble to learn 
how the land came into the possession 
of Messrs. Nowell and Simons? 

Did they know that the land was 
given in the first instance to a ralil- 
Way company that built an important 
line, which otherwise would not have 
Deen built?

The above transaction, conceded by 
everyone to have been one of the wis- 
est acts of public policy ‘ever adopted 
in British Columbia, is at this late gate 
held up @s an example of the manner in 
which the resources of the Province 
have been Squandered, and is so repre- 
sented by men who profess to feel ‘un- 
der a moral obligation not to bear false 
witness against their neighbors. 


Certain people in Victoria think it 
would be a very excellent thing to peti- 
tion the Governor-General to appoint a 
Royal Commission to investigate the 
condition of British Columbia, and our 
local Liberal contemporary thinks such 
@ course would be of no use. It cer- 
tainly would not be, but not for the 
reasons it assigns.

By what process of reason- 
ing he persuaded himself that the 
crimes of Germany against humanity, 
and its utter disregard of treaty obli- 
gations and every principle of interna- 
tional law could be submitted to arbi- 
tration without a guarantee that the 
specific acts objected to would not be 
repeated, we are at a loss to discover; 
but this is not the first question upon 
which we have found ourselves unequal 
to the task of following the course of 
Mr, Bryan's logic. 

We assuny the text of the Americag 
note will not be given out until it has 
been communicated to the German Gov- 
ernment, but the inference from Mr, 
Bryan's resignation is that it demands 
an undertaking from Germany in that 
before anything can be done in the way 
of adjusting the relations between the 
two countries, the commission of such 
acts as the sinking of the Lusitania 
must cease. President Wilson is evi- 
dently going to rank himself upon the 
side of civillzation, 


The Manitoba Free Press thinks there 
may be a shortage of men to handle the 
wheat crop, and warns the Prairie farm- 
ers that now is the time to prepare for 
the emergency. The suggestion is that 
they should draw upon the unemployed 
in the cities now, and set them to work, 
so that they will be available when 
wanted, This seems to us to be a good 
idea, Doubtiess, in many cases the 
farmers would require help from the 
‘Tanks to meet this unexpected drain 
upon thelr pocket-books, but as it is of 
prime importance to the banks them- 
selves as well as to the country at large 
that the crop should be promptly har- 
vested, there ought to be no difficulty 
on this point. 

Without greater consideration than 
we have been able to give the question, 
We are not prepared to offer any sug- 
gestion as to a line of action which the 
Dominion Government might take in the 
Premises, but perhaps the powers of the 
Bank Act, as amended, are wide enough 
to meet the case. 


A CALL FOR MOBE MER 


Major-General Hughes has issued a 
call for 35,000 more men for overseas 
service. We gather from the tenor of 
the dispatch bearing this announcement 
that it is proposed to commence re- 
ciuiting immediately. The Dominion 
has thus, so far, undertaken to main- 
tain approximately 150,000. men ‘under 
arms, and of these it is stat®d that an 
army corps, or between 40,000 amd 
50,000 men, will betonstahtly kept, up ‘to 
strength at the front. The task of 
equipping the new battalions will not 
be as difficult aa in the paat, for the 
military organization built up by Major- 
General Hughes is now working 
smoothly, 

The call was anticipated for some 
time palst, and no doubt exists that the 
men needed will be obtained with the 
minimum of delay, It may be neces- 
sary to relax to some extent the phys- 
jeal requirements, and we hope that at 
this time the Militia Department will 
sive this matter, its earnest attention. 
There are numbers of men, many of 
whom have seen previous service, who 
have been refused for the present war 
because they do not fulfil the require- 
ments respecting teeth, whereas in 
every other way they are physically fit 
and wouki make excellent soldiers. A 
number of complaints dealing with this 
have reached us, and, presumably, have 
also been received by the authorities, 
who would do well to consider if, in this 
respect, the regulations may not be re- 
axed, 

The call for so many additional troops 
is a magnificent demonstration of the 
Government's staunch determination 
that the Dominion shal) do her utmost 
to assist Britain in this war. The hero- 
ism of Langemarck has centred world- 
Wide attention on the character of the 
men whom Canada has sent forth to do 
battle, and Sir John Franch has asked 
that more of the same breed shall take 
their place with his.army in Flanders. 
The result of, his request, and the feel- 
ing in the Dominion that the losses sus- 
tained ftound Ypres must be revenged, 
are the compelling reasons why the 
Jatest call to arms will meet with a 
Magnificent response. 


TTALYS HAVE 


The entrance of Italy into the war 
must have a highly important bearing 
on the conduct of the naval campaign 
in the Mediterranean. The organtza- 
tion and personnel of her fleet are of « 
very efficient character. Its first Moe 
comprises six dreadnoughts, Imunched 
between 1910 and 1913, and all are re- 


has only four of this type of vessel, 
and so far these have been sheltering 
under the guns of the Pola fortifica- 


Italy hes eight pre-dreadnought bet- 
tleshipe under twenty years of age, and 
three older. Her armored cruiser force 
te @ potent one, congisting of ten ves- 
sels, all but one of which are under 
twenty years of age. Her superiority 
Over Austria in this respect is over- 
whelming, as the enemy can only boast 
of two of this type of vessel. Thus in 
armered vessels a computation of the 
rival strengths of the two powers shows 
that Italy has 27 units to Austria's 18. 
In light cruisers the advantage in favor 
Of Italy is 16 to 12. Austria since the 
War commenced has made lUttle use 
of her Mght cruisers, and the block- 
ade of the Anglo-French fleet appears to 
have confined these to the Adriatic. 
With Italy's advent to the war the pos- 
sibility of their usefulness is further 
lenaened. 


Italy's destroyer flotilla consists of 
33 boats Jess than Afteen years of age. 
Ten more of i ‘typs’ with = epeed of 
365% knots are on the eve of being com- 
pleted, and, in addition, there are 67 
torpedo-bogts of from 120 to 200 tons. 
She has 19 submarines ranging from 
172 to 394 tons, and with surface speeds 
varying from 14 to 18 knots. The two 
Jatest of these have four torpedo tubes, 
but the majority of the others bave’ 
only two. 


An advantage possessed by the Ita- 
Man Navy is that for many years the 
Production of its guns and armament 
has been carried on with the advice of 
British firms. All the ordnance on the 
ships is constructed on the British 
wire-wound principle. Italian warship 
designers have for a long time shown 
Sreat initiative and the technical skill 
of the builders has produced ships that 
are certain to render an excellent ac- 
count of themselves in the day of bat- 
Ue During the Turco-Italian War 
King Victor's navy playe’ its part ef- 
fectively in convoying troops, guard- 
ing disembarkations, bombarding coast 
towns, destroying vessels and in block- 
ade work. It had no opportunity of en- 
@aging the enemy as the Turkish ships 
Were kept, as now, within the shelter 
of the Sea of Marmora. Austria in her 
naval policy in the present war has 
closely followed the lead given by Ger- 
many. Her “higher strategy,” as it has 
been described by Admiral von Tirpits, 
has resulted in her capital ships belng 
kept at their bases under the protection 
of land fortifications. The Italian Navy 
has already swept the Austrian Adri- 
atic Coast without coming in contact 
with the enemy's battle fleet, and it 
seems as if the latter will not be driven 
into the open until syth time as Pola 
{s attacked from the landward aide, 
Undoubtedly one of Italy's objectives 
is the supreme command of the Adri- 
atic, for her ambition has lain in that 
direction for many years. To aceom- 
Plish this the destruction of Pola is 
necessary, The Italian troops operating 
in the direction of Trieste may, after 
the capture af that. point, advance 
against Pola and invest that base with 
the aid /of the fleet. Austria has other 
Naval bases, but none so powerfully pro- 
tected as Pole. Its fall would § un- 
doubtedly go a long way towards de- 
Priving the enemy of the small vestige 
of power he retaihs in the Adriatic.

Canadian Finance, a Winnipeg pub- 
lication, thinks there has been “serious 
bungling somewhere" in regard to the 
shell contracts placed with: Winnipeg 
and other Western firms. We do not 
like to use as strong a term as that, 
but we do know that diMculties have 
arisen not only in connection with the 
making of shells in the West, but also 
in respect to other munitions of war. 
We are glad to be able to say that in 
one particular what seems to haye ‘been 
an error is about to be rectified: we 
shall not say more on this point today 
and refer to it only because it affords 
ground for belief that other matters 
that hamper Western manufacturers 
will be rectified. The official mind 
moves slowly and not always along the 
most direct lines, 


Canadian Finance snys: “There ts a 
growing feeling, right or wrong, that 
certain Canadian manufacturing inter- 
tsts are disgracefully trying to fatten 
upon the Empire's present emergent 
needs.” Such a statement appearing in 
«4 financial publication of standing de- 
mands immediate consideration by the 
Dominion Governmen*.

PAVING OPERATIONS 


@urfacing Werk on Two Streets Has 
Been Completed and Others 
Are Under Way 


With the new civic paving plant in 
operation, the city engineer is making 
00d progress with the work of com- 
pleting the paving operations under- 
taken this year. The gangs have been 
engaged in laying the base on « num- 
ber of @bout 13}000 square yards 
of vase having beel“eémpletéd: Now / 
the surfacing work ib under way and 
two streets, Market and Sylvia, have 
been surfaced, and work is progressing 
upon James Street. The paving plant, 
which is not running to anything like its 
full capacity, is at present turning out 
about 100 square yards of asphalt sur- 
facing mixture per day. It will not 
take.long to complete the surfacing work 
on those streets on which base has been 
laid, and City Engineer Rust in desir- 
ous of securing more work. At Friday's 
meeting of the streets committee he will 
submit a further report showing what 
streets, by-laws for the improvement 
of which have already been passed, and 
under authority of waich money haz al- 
ready been expended, are in a position 
to be proceeded with. The necessity of 
additional work is apparent If the gangs 
now engaged are to be kept in employ- 
ment. 

Work on the construction of the out- 
fall for the northwest sewer system at 
Macaulay Point has been delayed by 
reason of the prevalance of winds, the 
rough water preventing the work be- 
ing carried on. ‘The necesstry mea- 
terials are on the ground, and as soon 
&s weather conditions permit, the work 
will be rushed ahead.

Keep chickens, make a 
garden, wheel the baby, play golf or 
any other game, but take two hours’ 
exercise every day. Gymnasium work 
is good for those who like itand can af- 
ford it, but avoid heavy jeties. Don't 
try to be a ‘#trong man; the champion 
athletes die young, Be & moderate, 
persistent, daily exponent of exercise, 
You may not burn the family carriage, 
as Benjamin Franklin suggested, but as 
he pdvised, walk, walk, walk!”

It je true the house- 
keeper geta plenty of exercise If she 
does her own work. In the smallest 
house there are plenty of steps to be 
taken. What the mother needs ts @ 
ride in a motor car or carriage, where 
she can breathe plenty of fresh atr 
without undergoing further fatigue, 
Perhaps one of the reasons why hospital 
probationers grow strong, in apite of 
hard work, |* that they are obliged to 
walk a greet deal.

The list of Italian prizes in German 
and Austrian shipping as given is not 
believed to be complete in all respects. 
Many more vessels than thowe listed at 
the port of Cenos are believed to have 
been sheltering there when Italy de- 
clared war. As given, however, it will 
be seen that approximately 119,363 tons 
(register) of German and Austrian ship 
tonnage has been swept away by one 
blow at only nine ports of Italy. 

The number of German and Austrian 
steamers at Italian ports in the early 
part of April was considerably augment- 
‘ed by the arrival of twenty others, 
which came from Adriatic ports in order 
to avoid capture by the Anglo-French 
fleets. It was annunoced in the middle 
of the same month from Ancong that 
the Austrian and German consuls there 
had received orders to send away these 
latter German and Austrian steamers, 
Which were to proceed to Rebenicu, in 
Deimatia. Squadrons of Austrian de 
stroyers joined the steamers en route 
to their destination. 

So far as is known here, there are 
few Italian steamers which may have 
fallen into the hands of the Teutonic 
allies. Italy's shiping was not greatly 
spread out, and so far ae records com- 
pleted up to the close of March this 
year show the total of the Italien mer- 
chant marine amounts to only 637 steam 
veasels of 472,308 tons net, end 62% 
sailing veavels of @ total of 237,821 tona.

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SAYS ASSESSMENT ON 
SPROULATIVE BASS 


Mr. Fell Asserts Assessor's 
Figures Are Greatly in Ex- 
cess of Proper Values of 
Property. 


Declaring that the present assessment 
values of the city are based upon boom 
values and that while, during the past 
two or three years, the asseasment had 
sone up from 200 to 300 per cent, this 
year, when the assessor decided a_re- 
duction should be made, the cut Was 
but @ mere fraction of the previous ad- 
vances, Mr. Thornton Fell, K. C., pro- 
tested vigorously against the Court of 
Hevision allowing the assessor's figures 
to stand. He declared the proper valu- 
ation would be that fixed in 1911, and 
defined @ property's value as its earning 
power, and nét the figure at which it 
might be possible to sell t. 

Mr, Fell put a lengthy list of ques- 
tions to City Assessor Northcott with 
& view to ascertaining the latter's meth- 
04 of arriving at his valuations and to 
€zPja#in differences in values of proper- 
ties having, Mr. Fell maintained, com- 
paratively equal values from a reven 
Producing standpoint. At times the 
Sessor and Mr. Fell crossed swords, the 
former refusing to be questioned, and 
declaring His questioner’s queries were 
matters to be determined by the court. 

Mr. Fell appeared on behalf of the 
owners of the Taylor Mill property, 
Government Street, amongst others. 
‘The water lot owned by the City and 
last year leased to the Taylor Mill Com- 
Pany and the Lemon-Gonasson Company, 
Was this year for the first time as- 
sessed, Mr. Fell objected to the City 
assessing its own property, but Assess 
or Northcott stated that the lease pro- 
vided for it. 


Municipel Borrowing Powers 

Mr. Fell asked the assessor when the 
latter considered that values began to 
feel the effects of the recent boom, and 
claimed it was in 1911, but the City 
Assessor did not think it wa's until 1913 
when the highest values were reached. 
though they were rising in 1910, 1911 
and 1912. Mr. Northcott maintained his 
books would show the rise in values. 
He emphatically denied the suggestion 
of Mr. Fell that the values had ever 
been raised at the suggestion of the 
Councl] after the roll had beep returned 
in order to increase the municipal bor~ 
rowing powers. 

Mr. Fell maintained that the City 
had no right to follow speculative 
Values, and he asserted that propertien 
today on the leading streets are not 
@s valuable as they were four years 
ago, though the reduction in assessment 
values this year was but a mere fraction 
ot the advance made in the past three 
years, In answer to Alderman Porter, 
who inquired if his argument was con- 
sistent with the stand taken by him in 
accepting payment for property expro- 
Priated by the City for widening pur- 
Poses, and with his argument before the 
arbitration board in 1912, when acting 
for interested owners, Mr. Fell stated 
that the right of compensation had to 
be treated as a forced dispossession, 
So far ds hin own case was concerned, 
the City had mortgaged: hia property for 
twice the compensation pald. He could 
have done better with the property him- 
self, but was not allowed to be in a 
Position to do so. 

The system of taxation for local {m- 
Provements was also scored by Mr. Fell, 
who claimed that the right of the City 
to proceed by resolution burdened awn- 
ers who had not taken the trouble to 
Protest against them. Mr. Fell cited a 
number of properties which today are 
not earning as much as they did in 
1913, and yet the valuation is far high- 
er than then. He did not think earning 
values should be taken entirely as « 
basia on which the assessment should 
be made, but it should be taken into 
consideration. -He stated that if the 
assessor refused to give more definite 
information as to the methods upon 
Which he had made his assessments he 
(Mr, Fell) would have to press for this 
information when the rulings of the 
Present court were appealed to a higher 
court. 

A number of other cases in which pro- 
tests were entered were dealt with by 
the court, and others again were laid 
over until the court has madea personal 
Inspection.

ON TWO FLANKS 


Russians and Their Teutonic 
Enemies: Seeking Advantage 
by Wing Advances—Strug- 
gle May Last Two Months, 


PETROGRAD, June $—The battle in 
Galicta is developing principally on two 
flanks. There is no great change in the 
centre. The Germans, with unsparing 
efforts, endeavored to outflank the Rus- 


wians, but they are being beaten back | 


everywhere, 

On the River San they still occupy 
both banks in the middle part, where 
the water is narrow, but the lower Ban 
is in our hands. We continue to ad- 
vance here, pressing the fourteenth Aus- 
trian corps back and forcing it to re- 
treat to the fortified positions between 
the rivers Sen and Lem. One thousand 
prisoners were taken by the Russians 
there. 

The Germans tried to outflank the. 
Czar's army from the left bank of the 


River Lem, but thelr three attacks | 


failed. The battle on this part of the 
front is very important. It promises to 
be long because the enemy cannot suc- 
ceed unless he secures the right line, 
Jaroslau-Rzeszow end Tarnow, 

On the right bank of the San higher 
up between the rivers Lubachevka and 
Sklo, the battle is progressing favor- 
ably. The Russians retook a lost vil- 
lage and also part of the enemy's 
trenches. On the right flank the enemy 
attacked violently our positions between 
the rivers Dniester and Tysmenitsa, and 
retreated after great losses. We have 
begun & counter-attack at Krinitza, 
twelve versts southwest from Mikolaieff, 
on the railway line from Stry to Lem- 
berg. 

Col. Shumeky im the Verjebla Viedo- 
mosti says the battle in Galicia will 
Jast a month or two more. It is not to 
be wondered at that the Germans, with 
& total of 55 corps on the Eastern front, 
40 of these—say at war strength, 1,600,- 
000 men—being in Galicia alone, are ad- 
vancing. The Russians have been forced 
to shorten their front, which had be- 
come too extended since the operations 
in the Baltic provinces began. 

There is no real change on the whole 
front. The Russian troops continue to 
advance successfully on both flanks 
from the lower San and River Pruth. 
In the centre the enemy began frontal 
attacks from Przemysl, but being beat- 
en back could not approach our trenches. 


AGHD PIONEERS 
PERISH 1N IRE 


Mr, and Mrs, Hammersly, of 
Vancouver, Meet Death 
Through Lamp Exploding 
in Their House, 


VANCOUVER, B.C. June 8—While 
Mr. and Mrs, Williant Hammersley, 
Pioneers, even among old-timers, were 
sitting On either side of a table in the 
little sitting-room of their home at 1744 
Alberni Street, just after dusk this even- 
ing, the big off lamp on the table ex- 
ploded and both were suffocated, 

When the firemen succeeded in break- 
ing threugh the burning building halt 
an hour later they found the charred 
bodies of the old couple lying on the 
floor, that of the women two feet from 
the door into the garden and the other 
about seven feet away near the kitchen 
door, Both nad apparently fallen from 
their chairs when the explosion oc- 
curred, and had been unable to move 
when the house was buraing.

TORONTO, June 8—The “Made in 
Canada” campaign and the plans of 
the Exporters of Canada, the latter re- 
cently Organized to forward new trade 
relations between Canada and other 
countries, were the main features of 
deliberations of the Canadian Manufac- 
turers’ Association, which opened !ts 
annual meeting here today with 255 
Gelegates in attendance. Both move- 
ments received the hearty endorsement 
of the meeting. 

“The most important campaign ever 
undertaken in Canada,” said President 
&. G. Henderson, in introducing the re- 
port of the “Made in Canada” com- 
mittee, which was read by Secretary G. 
M. Murray. The report showed that the 
committee in charge of the campaign 
has restricted its newspaper campaign 
to 144 publications, having a combined 
circulation of more than 2,260,000, from 
Sydney, N. 8. to Victoria, B. C. The 
subscfiptions received to date totaled 
$29,533.33. The campaign cost $25,- 
902,17,
